an Mr. Smith pretend to shew when, 
and in what respect the cause assigned by 
G Britain for the orders in council has ceas- 
ed? While he indirectly asserts it, he is 
sensible the fact is the reverse. He well 
knows, and it is the extreme of folly and 
perverseness at this late period to endeav- 
or to conceal it, that the true and only mo- 
tive in which these orders originated still 
exists in allits vigor. He well knows that 
these orders were exclusively designed as 
a retaliation upon the enemy, for her vio- 
Jent, illegal and unjust measures. He 
has more than once committed himself by 
an indirect admission, that it was a weak 
and self-destructive effort on the part of 
Britain, to break up the floating and scat- 
tered fragments of French commerce, and 
to coerce her to recede from the ground 
which she had assumed. 

The first attack upon neutral commerce 


cannot be denied, and was not disputed in | 


Congress to haye been committed by 
France when the Berlin decree was pro- 
mulged. Asa neutral nation the govern- 
ment of the United States was called on 
to resist as far as might be practicabie 
this unprovoked attack upon their rights 
By not resisting this riicgal outrage, it ts 
but a repetition of argument and fact to 
say, we meanly and dishonorably acqui- 
esced init. We thought fit to wave a 
right which was undisputed, and the exer- 
cise of which the interest and character of 
the country emphatically called for. But 
because the United States thought fit not 


to resist, and patiently to’endure the wrong 
and insult, does it follow that the other 


belligerent was bound also to submit, and 
to forego the exercise ofits rights? The 
ministers to whom the people of Englaud 
eccnfiided their honor and security were 
called on to act with promptness, energy 
and decision. Finding that the Amer can 
government preferred passive submission 
to courageous resistance, and sought rath- 
er to conciliate France and palliate her in- 
just.ce, than to maintain her rghis and 
independence, Great Britain was justified 
in taking redress into her own hands.— 
There was no other course Icft for her to 
pursue. Retaliation became indispensa- 
ble on her part, and the necessity of it 
was heightened by the unconcealed deter- 
mination of our cabinet not to resist French 
encroachments, and repel French outrage. 

England was affected in an equal degree, 
with the U. States, by the French decree. 
True, as a belligerent she had no neutre! 
rights to guard, but as the measure was 
directed against her, and was designed to 
jnterrupt that to which ali her power an’ 
prosperity are dus, Aer commerce, she hac 
an undoubted right to consult her own 
means and resources for redress. It is ar- 
rogance and madness in us to contend, 
that because we Were .so tame and spirit- 
less as to bow to France, that therefore 
England, powerful and capable as she was 
to firht France with her own weapons, was 
also in strictness, called on to truckle to 
the upstart tyrant. 

The British ministry, relying upon the 
former courage, patriotism and good con- 
duct of the American nation promptly to 
resent indignity, committed the very és- 
sential of delay in retaliating on Frante. 
Had the blow which was aimed at her by 
the Berlin decree, been returned instantly 
by the orders now in existence, she would 
at least have avoided all the reproach, 
which our own reprehensible cabinet so 
well deserved.

ticipated in the determination of our ad- 
ministration to judge for itself, which was 
not to resist the French decree. Then, 
afid-not tiJl then, the ministry of England 
came tothe determination of taking repara- 
tion into their own hands—The delay, and 
the discussion of the subject afforded time 
for party spirit to be excited, and French 
intrigue to be set on foot. The result 
was a decision by tne partizans of France, 
in their own minds, that England must not 
resist the Berlin decree, or to do so at the 
hazard of their displeasure. ‘They did not 
fai] to execute their threat and it is a mer- 
cy that the nation escaped being plunged 
into a war with England. 

We repeat that the causes of British in- 
justice, as the intelligent Mr. Smith calls 
it, has not ceased but exists now in a much 
greater decree than at the time the or- 
ders in council were first adopted. France 
is the author of all the injury which we 
have suffered from those orders. She 
was the aggressor. She has not, nor is 
there any prospect that she will consent to 
‘change her attitude. Our minister has left 
Paris—His situation was rendered so un- 
pleasant, and no hope being entertained of 
his doing any good by prolonging the ne- 
gociation, he has resolved to return to the 
United States. Such are the advices from 
Europe ; and such were the advices bro’t 
by a democratic captain before the elec- 
tion ; but the gentleman was taught a dif- 
ferent lesson and the impartial Coffee 
House Keeper readily recorded the sfiecu- 
lative rumour. When Mr. Armstrong ar- 
rives, it will remain to see what part our 
government will take. We need not u'- 
ter gloomy prophecies, when the question 
may be soon decided. 





From the Same. 

The Martling Jacobins and Tammany 
Savages of New-York, throuyl their 
cuairman, Bloodgood, have lately atdres- 
sed complimentary letters to the ex-pre- 
sident, and * one of his pillars of his hafifi- 
ness,” James Madison. These addresses, 
with the respective answers of the parties 
complimented, have been published with 
“eat parade and ostcntation in the Jaco- 
bin prints. 

Mr. Madison’s letter is concise, modest 
ind, with the exception of one and the on- 
ly sentiment comiained in it, entirely un- 
excepticnable. This sentiment, or asser- 
tion is as follows :— 

“ In proportion as the present situation 
of our country is interesting, it is consol 
ing to find the conviction becoming univer- 
sal; that the difficulties rendering it so, 
have resulted from the accumulated 
wrongs committed by the principal belli- 
gerent nations, in spite of the justice and 
forbearance of \*e United States,” &c. 

As to the conviction becoming univer- 
sal, that the difficulties and embarrass- 
ments of our country are chargeable to the 
nations of Europe, neither of them is the 
tact. We seriously believe that the im- 
pression is constantly gaining ground, that 
our embarrassments have entirely arisen 
from the weakness of the last administr:- 
tion, and the fatal policy adoped by it. 
Yes, we assert it as a fact, that the belief 
is growing on the people that the reign 
of Jefferson, was oppressive and disas- 
trous, and that the perplexed state of our 
forcign relations is entirely due to Ais ful- 
iy, infatuation and predilection for France 
—The enlightened and reflecting men of 
every party gradually incline to the opin- 
ton, and some prominent democrats have 
had the candour to avow their sentiments 
that the evils and calamities which so lon; 
affiicted our country, originated in the up- 
wise system of policy devised and obsu- 
nately pursued by the last adosinistration. 
Whether Mr Bradley of the Senate, and 
the strong party of embodied heretics and 
dissenters of the lower house of congress, 
actually believed and admitted that the 
most material and memorable measures

AT SS Bs ATT SES PEED, 
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Extraordinary Animal. 

The following account is translated from 
the French Moniteur of the 9th of Au- 
gust. Itis dated Grenoble, Aug. |, and 
contains interesting particulars respecting 
the passage of an unknowy animul, sup- 
posed to be a Reptile, but of tremendous 
ize, through the common of Bernin.— 
Vhe account was written by the Mayor of 
Crenoble i— 








“ During the nfght of the Peet fuls 
last. the dows in the Village of Bernin ter 
heard to bark inan exraordinery mancr 
Those of the tower part of the comnon 
began, and successively those belominy: 
to the houses on the upper part betryed 
the same sign of anxiety, at more han 
half a mile distance. The next mostng 
the trace of an enormous animal, of wie 
no one could form a just idea, was obery- 
ed, and led to a supposition of its being of 
the serpent kind. kt seemed to hae ts- 
sued from the Banks of the Iser, ani di- 
rected its coufse towards the mountins, 
crossing a space of two miles in_.excnt, 
sloug which its path was plainly viible 
through the meadows, corn and leap 
fields, ploughed grounds, and evet the 
public roads. It slightly waved its move- 
ments, and was from 12 to 16 inchis in 
breadth. At its arrival in the neightour- 
hood of the first village, it met wth a 
hedye of dead wood, and chose, at a nid- 
dle height, the place where the branches 
were least entangled, to effect its passage 
it crushed every thorn as completely as if 
they had been intentionally destroyed.— 
At a short distance from this spot, it seem- 
ed to have rested itself under a tree, as 
a circular space seven feet and a half in 
diameter was observed, where the ground 
had sunk a fittle under its weight. On 
resuming its course, it altered its direc- 
tion, which, however, still potnted to- 
wards the heights. On reaching the pub- 
lic road it wes compelled to pass through 
a quick hedge, three branches of which 
were found broken. Its ‘pace was per- 
fectly visible in the middle of the road, 
and on its sides. It proceeded as far as 
the most elevated part of the common. 
where its trace was suddenly Jost in a tor- 
rent. Tilithen it had followed the ine- 
qualities of the ground, and in the corn 
and hemp ficlds which it had crossed, the 
blades were found completely crushed, 
without any trampling onthe leit or on 
the right, which might have induced a 
belief that men had occasioned that devas- 
tation. According to the width of its path 
which gives pretty accurately the disme- 
ter of «ts size, the animal must be upwards 
of three feet in circuinference. It hus vot 


been seen by any person, but its trace has, 


been observed againon the common of 
Croiles, from which it: may be thought 
that it has once more descended towards 


the river.”

Latest from luurope. 


By the arrival of the ship Packet, Capt 
Vield, from Liverpool, we have received 
our files of London p»pers to Sept. 5, a 
few days later date than those previously 
received by the way of New-York. The 
acrounts contained in these papers, of 
which pretty copious extracts are given, 
state, generally, that the expedition to 
Hoiiand had failed of success, in all its 
ulteyior plans; that a part of the troops 
had been re-embarked, and some of the 
tvansports returned to England; that the 
Island of Walcheren would however be 
retained, from which a descent was medi- 
tated against Wiiliamstadt and Helvoet- 
sluys; that no official or authentic account 
of peace having been concluded between 
France and Austria, had reach England; 
that the event was momently expected, 
although rumours to a contrery effect 
were daily circulated; ‘hat Sir Arthur 
Wellesley had made known his situation 
to the government, in an Official dispatch; 
dated Deleytosa, Aug. 8, in which he ob- 
serves, that he was well situated to defi nd 
the passage of Almaraz, and the lower 


parts of the Tagus—places necessary to 


be kept open, to secure his further retreat, 
in case such a step shall be rendered ne- 
cessary.— Gazette. 


Accounts from Germany, 


Lonpon, September 8. 

A variety of reports prevailed yester- 
day on the subject of the Armistice in 
Germany. It was confidently stated, on 
the authority of a letter from Bremen, 
that the Austrians had declared the Ar- 
mistice at an end, and that hostilities had 
commenced ; another report stated, that 
the Austrian Courier, who arrived with 
dispatches to Prince Stahremburgh, had 
informed the Agent fer packets a: Yar- 
mouth, that 6n his departure from the 
Austrian head quarters on the 5th ult. the 
Emperor Francis, accompanied by Gener- 
al Decas, the Marquis Chastellar and 
General Keinmayer, had anived there, 
with a view tO inspirit his army to renew- 
ed exertions—that fresh troops were hour- 
ly joining him, and that notice of the ter- 
mination of the Armistice was hourly ex- 
pected to be made. We profess we are 
not sanguine in our anticipations of the 
result of the present negociations; we 
tear they will terminate in a peace not on- 
ly subversive of the independence of Aus- 
tria, but fatal to the Iibertics and happi- 
ness of the continent. 

Yesterday we received via Heligoland, 
the Hamburg Correafundentens to the 24th 
ult. and Paris papers to the i6th—The 
former state that a report prevailed at Vi- 
enna, on the 6th, that the Armistice be- 
tween Austria and France had been pro- 
longed for 26 days.

He will then 
find that the generosity of the Corsican 
resembles very much the yc nerosity of the 
Cyclops, that it consists merely in a ree 
spite of execution. 

The march of fresh French: troops a« 
cross the Rhine, into Germany, is cousid- 
ered by some as an indication of the ree 
sumption of hostilities. it may be se; 
but may it not be also, with a view of ine 
umidating Austria into an acquiescence 
with his demands, by the display of an in- 
creased force,’which it may be hopeless to 
resist ? 

The Archduke Charles has resigned 
the command of the Austrian Armies, on 
account of his feeble state of health. This 
circumstance bas given rise to suspicions, 
and fears, which, when rightly understood, 
will not be deemed slurmiag. His suc- 
cessor, Prince: John, of Lichtenstein, is 
not only a brave but skillful officer, but 
has a fortune to preserve and defend, of 
greater extent then any other man in Eu 
rope, out of the Bonuparte family. 

The Expedition. 
Loxpox, Sept. 2.

Advices from Spain. 

The following is the substance of the 

dispatches from Lord Wellington.— 
They are dated on the 8thy from Deley- 
tosa, and were brought by Captain Stun- 
, who had a very long passage. 
Wellington when he quitted Talavera, 
receiving advice @f the approach of 
Soult, resolved to march against that Gen- 
eral and attack him. He therefore re- 
rested General Cuesta to remain at Tal- 
avera with the Spanish force, in order to 
pold Victor in check. This request, un- 
fortunately, Genera) Cuesta did not com- 
with—when Lord Wellington moved 
from Talavera to attack Soult, Cuesta fol- 
jowed him, alledging that he did not wish 
the whole weigh} and pressure of the con- 
flict to fall upon the British—The conse- 
quence of this movernent of Cuesta’s was 
the immediate advance of Victor, and a 
junction between the latter and Soult be- 
ing by this means practicable, Lord Wel- 
Jington found it necessary to abandon his 
intentions of attack'ng Sou't, and to re- 
treat across the Layus to Deleytosa—The 
passage of the Tagus was effected on the 
gth, at Puente del Arzobispo—At Deley- 
tosa Lord Wellington considered hims If 
perfectly secure—The enemy had shewn 
no disposition to attack him, orto abandon 
the northern bank of the Tagus. A part 
af our sick and wounded were left behind 
at Talavera. The Speniards, we take it 
for granted, could not bring them away. 
The French had collected and concentra- 
ted their force from almost every part of 
Spain to act against us. The dispatches 
do not state whether General Catlin Crau- 
furd had effected his junction with Lord 
Wellington. Indeed he was notexpected 
to join him so soon as the eighth, having 
been obliged to take the direction of Elves 
and Merida. 

Such is the substance of the dispatches 
from Lord Wellington.—They do not ful- 
fil the expectations of his more clumsy 
of the predictions of his more artful as- 
sailants—He does not expéct that he 
shall be compellcd to surrender; and 
there is nothing to justify the prediction 
that he will be forccd to fall back upon 
Portugal, and give up the cause in de 
spair. 

The resolution of Cuesta, to abandon 
the position at Talavera is deeply to be 
fumented; for had he not adopted it, Soul’ 
would probably have received a more siz 
nal defeat than Victor cid at Talavera 
and the junction between him and Victor 
would have been prevented. That the 
reason given by Cuesta for quitting Tala- 
Vera Was the true one, We are not dispo- 
sed to deny ; but thiscircumstance proves 
the necessity of there being but one Gen- 
eral, to whom all others shell be subject. 
It was stated inthe lust accounts from 
Spain that Lord Weilington tad been ap- 
pointed Generalissimo of the Spanish ar- 
mits. There must, however, have been 
some mistake in that assertion; for had 
his Lords ip recesved the appointment 
Cie sta woul’ not have becn requested.

His au- 
thority extends over the Circle of the 
Mayne, the grand Dutchy of Wartzburgh, 
anu the territories of Havau, Bayreuth, 
Fuldah and Lrfurth.

A parcel of red, black blue, and yellow 
Indiana celebrated tne discovery of Amer- 
ica, on the 12th ist, in this village | Not 
b ing at home at the time, I am indebted 
.o a friend for the following account of 
their proceedings. There were 14 tribes 
of them, viz. the Flefhant, Eagle. Otter, 
Panther, Beaver, Bvar, Tortoise, Rattle- 
Snake, Tiger, Fox, Deer, Buffaloe, Racoon, 
and Wolf. The Elephant Tribe, headed 
by their Sachem, Pomp, were unwilling 
io associate with the smaller tribes, and 
formed a distinct procession. They sup- 
ported a father of council wrapped up in a 
Deer’s skin, with a pair of horns on his 
head, accompanied with his standard bear- 
ers, whose stalves were ornamented with 
green calves ears—after which the remains 
of the tribe followed, fantastically orna- 
mented with calf and sheep’s tails, &c, suc4 
ceeded by an Indian, biowing a tune upon 
the wind-pipe of an ox. The other i3 
tribes walked together headed by R. Hub- 
bard, their Sachem, as stated in the com- 
munication below. The wiole, I am told, 
was as ludicrous an exhibition as the Tro- 
jans ever witnessed. 


Communication. 

On Thursday morning, 1!2th inst. the 
people of this village were alarmed by the 
yells of a number of savages, who it seems 
had previously pitched on this place to 
celebrate an Indian fete. About nine o’- 
clock, two companies of light infantry as- 
sembled in the Park, with a view, as was 
conjectured, to protect the citizens from 
the scalping knives and tomahawks of the 
savages. It afterwards appeared, howev- 
er, that the object of the infantry corps in 
assembling was only to treat the savage 
visitors with military honors, and to shew 
the rude inhabitants of the forest how civ- 
ilized troops can maneavre. About 10 
o'clock the door of the wiz wam was open; 
ed, and the s:vages, armed with tom, 
hawks and bows and arrows, sallied out 
into River-street. [he Sachem, (or chiet 
warrior) with a ttle Indian boy on each 
side to carry his armour, went in front —~ 
He was richly decorated with pieces of tun 
and wampum, and on his head he wore a 
beaver’s tail to denate probably that ie 
was a great hunter. A little beliund kim 
walked a very old looking savage, who hac 
an arch and sullen Jook, although be bore 
in his hand a pipe, which sume Say Was 
meant as anembiem of pecce. A moticy 
group of savages followed in the rear to 
the number of about 100. They fturmed 
ma straigot tine after the Chief about 2 
rod asunder. A band of music had been 
previuuisiy procurcd to please the cars of 
(nese poor cinidren of nature. As soon 
.»s the music began to play the whole come 
vany loped off with stwange and fantasti 
motions of body. They walked im tts 
way through several streets, leaded by t! 
niltary, ull at length one of the Narra- 
vulisct imbe, who appeared to be quite a 
simple iocking striphog, expressed a wish 
to deliver # taik.—On this the military ted 
them te the church.

The most obvious wiy of accounting * 
for the uncommon infatuation of the sav- 
ages for Mr. Jefferson, is, that they must 
have received from him the numerous 
litde trinkets with which their bodies were 
decorated. It is a well known fact that 
a brass buckle or a piece of tin, apey 
cut, will do more towards winaing the af- 
fections of savazes, than the most sub- 
stantial favors which can be conferred on 
them. When the talk was ended, they 
sung a war song and went back to their 
wigwam—where it is understoud they bid 
a feast—wheth-r it consisted of human 
victims is not known.

of the 13 tribes denying his brother's su- 
perority. They therefore separated in 
their celebration —had a stparate talk, anid 
feasted at diferent wigwams. After the 
boiJe had gone round several times, it is 
said that some of the 13 tribes went out to 
insult the chief of the Elephant tribe. But 
this chief, who is said to be as distinguishe 
ed for bis valor as his size, soon ric hime 
self of the intruders, and his tribe finished 
their fete with a war dance. 

N. B. The Chief of the Elephant tribe 
(whose name is Pomp) delivered a talk 
himself to his tribe.
